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ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT STATEMENT - Minor Subdivision, #@erman E. Hill

This subdivision is located just south of Rock Hall, running westerly
from the intersection of Md. Rte. 445 and Green Lane to the Chesapeake Bay.
It consists of two lots, one of hhree acres and the other of the remaining
120 acres of the farm. It is a subdivision in name only; the probability of
separate ownership of the two parcels is remote. In effect, it is the cutting
out of a lot around an existing house for mortgage purposes.

The three-acre parcel is in a wooded area at the end of a one-half mile
lane which connects with Md. Rte. 445 just south of Green Lane. The lane
itself runs through the center of a large grain drying and storage complex.
Since there is not enough room between grain bins and buildings for a full
50' width, the right-of-way by-passes this area along the north side.

The small parcel is completely wooded except for a small inland marsh
in the northwest corner. Hardwoods predominaste with an unusually large pop-
ulation of holly trees. The waterfront is subject to the natural erosion
that comes from being exposed to the full sweep of northwest winds across
the bay. The small point at the northwest corner and the cove to its south
combine to trap driftwood and debris all along the shoreline. This gives some
manner of protection, but the eventual loss of soil is inevitable.

The whole farm is flat and low. The cropland is Mattapex soil and the w
woods are Fallsington loam. Both are subject to high water table and moder-
ate permeability. The original settlers were no dummiesj they tilled the
land that is comparatively well-drained and productive and left the wet Fall-
sington areas in woods.

The normal complement of wildlife exists here. Deer tracks abound, and
obviously the usual population of small memmals and birds live in the woods
and along the fringes of the fields. Because of the distance between the house
and shore, the waterfowl are not disturbed. Even the blue heron appears to
be content and un-miffed.

The construction of the brick house on the smaller parcel had very little
effect upon the environment. The drawing of lines on a piece of paper will
have none.
